There is a short lived type of 
fever, sometimes called ephemeral ! 
fever, which, when it develops in a 
member of a family, may cause u,reat 
anxiety for a time, for fear it may 
KM the bejjinninK of an infectious 
disorder. It may last for only a 
few hours, or it may persist tor a 
day or two. 

It fiat rally begini abruptly and 
inns from one hundred and one to 
one hundred and three decrees, or 
even higher, anil is accompanied by 
1 feeling of iMlispositioB, *lth h'ss 
of appetite, a coated tongue, M me 
times, especially in the case of 
young children, slight delirium at 
night, and very often an outbreak 
of cold-sores on the lips. Just as 
those in charge of the case have 
about made up their minds that the 
patient is in for a long, serious ill- 
ness, the symptoms suddenly sub 
side, the temperature goes back to 
normal, and after a few days of con- 
valescence, all is well agiiu. In 
some cases the fever ends by a cris 
is accompanied by a profuse sweat- 
ing. 

Such an illness as has been de- 
scribed may be brought about in a 
variety of ways. In some cases, es- 
pecially in children, it may be caused 
by an attack of acute dyspepsia, the 
fever being due to the absorption of 
poisonous matters, or ptomains, 
which were present in the food when 
eaten, or others which may be form- 
ed during digestion. Kxposurc to 
the sun may result in a short, fever- 
ish illness, as may also long and 
violent muscular exertion, such as 
rowing or tennis playing in one un- 
accustomed to the exercise.

a I lit idea that they thus slremh- 
en themselves, oily to find that the 
resulting feverish exhaustion si mis 
them back to work more tired than 
when they started.

The children of a family will come 
down with scarlet fever. Oaz child 
will be seen to have a fever, but will 
not develop the characteristic rash, 
and after a fi*r diys of feeling rath 
er ill, wid recover, but without hav- 
ing earned the immunity which the 
real disease confers. 

It is impossible to diagnose these 
fevers at the start; they mint be care- 
fully watched, and the absence of 
characteristic erruplions, and their 
rapid course, must establish the di- 
agnosis. While the fever lasts the 
patient should be kept in bed oa a 
very light diet, and after it has 
broken there should be a few days 
of rest an I convalescence before 
duties are resumed.

I 'x pertinents were started at once 
by the liurcau of Public Roads. 
Mr. Page threw a quantity of oil in- 
to some raw cement, worked it thor- 
oughly and left it to set. In a short 
time it had hardened as thoroughly 
as ordinary concrete docs. Tests of 
the small blocks showed it to be 
tough, durable and entirely imperv- 
ious to moisture. 

Then the experiment work began 
in earnest. Mr. Page was confident 
that if the new concrete showed the 
strength aud endurance of ordiuary 
civncfde it would work 1 rcvobpinn 
in the building world. Tor while or- 
dinary concrete absorbs water, dusts 
and chips off aud disintegrates in 
some cases, the mixture of oil with 
the cement in place of water seems 
to remedy most of these troubles. 

Tanks have been built of the new 
material, so thin that water would 
have spurted through the usual con- 
crete wall, but the oil concrete shows 
no leakage after mouths of inc. A 
short stretch of road has been built 
of the material in Washington. While 
automobile tires pull up the fine par- 
lii les of a macadam road, they seem 
to have no effect on the new surface, 
and the mateiial embraces the vir- 
tues of asphalt w ithout its great cost. 

I he tests have been so thorough 
that a mixture of oil and cement is 
now being used to construct new- 
vaults in the L'njted (states Treasury. 
It will probably be used for a short 
section of an important engineering 
work in New York next year. Ex- 
perimental pieces of the substance, 
after six months of hard usage, have 
sustained a pressure of -•..(•• pounds 
to the square inch before breaking. 
Cement manufacturers have been 
sending car loads of cement to Wash- 
ington, and oil producers have fur- 
nished many barrels of oil for the 
conduct 0/ tb£ experiments. 

This is the invention which M r - 
Page has asked to have patented in 
the name of the people of the United 
States It has reached a stage of 
development where its success seems 
assured^ and if is apparently destin- 
ed to take the piaci of ordinary 
forms of concrete iu the MOtS 'a:; 
portant building operations of the 
future. Royalties amounting to 
millions of dollars are within the 
reach of th£ jnventor, had he cared 
to withdraw (row Ifcfl p,;l>;, ; '- service, 
carry on his experiments priv ileiy, 
and patent the process for his own 
use. But Mr. Page has become one 
of the "inventors for the common 
good," as they have come to be 
called.
